Historic Days 

By I7iS1, the rulfble of war was 
eleared away and Wasliingtori 
wmU baek fo Ids home at Mount 
Vf‘rnon. But Ids retirement was 
luu hmg-1 listing, for in ITSih this 
great patriot was ealfi'il by tlie 
rfoigress to be the fii-st l*msident 
41 f the new republie. When the 
oflVu^ was ni*si presetited to him, 
Washington felt that his years of 
Usefulness to Ids eouutry had long 
siuec emie<l. that new leadeis with 
new iileas should be alloweil to 
laki* I he mg:ns of the itifant gov- 
ernment. He was fjuiek lo see, 
however, that siieli was not the 
ea se, t *oii 1 11 iveT“sies were a r i si ng 
every day whieh threateiiei] to de- 
slroy the weak bonds of iiiihm 
whii'h held together the new slates. 
The problem of eluMJsing a Pres- 
ident was a delieate one. for he 
must meet the approval of all see* 
lions mid at the same time firnvide 
experieneed leadership to a <»min- 
hy si niggling to beeonie adult. 


Ueorge Washington was inau- 
gural ed on .Vpril 10, 17H0 at the 
oh I Pity Hall in Wall StreiU, Xew 
York Pity, In 1701. he was i-e- 
f'h'etml to fithee Imt four yi^ars 
later, refused to stvrve a thiiil lime 
ami again retired- — tliis time fa»r- 
manently — to Ids Virgiida honii\ 
Washington iHed only a IV w years 
later, in 1700, endeared to lowly 
am) great alike, remenibered by 
lliose wlu> knew Idm as a genial 
eomtiaidon, by tliose wIuf fouglil 
beside him as a hot-tempered, 
eonnigi'oils soldier, ami by those 
who looki'f] up to him, as a states- 
man unsuipossed. -Vll knew they 
Imfl lost the Fatlier of their eoiiti- 
t ly. 

,\ It hough of less distinguished 
tirigin than our first l*resiileiit. 
Abraham Idneoln was no less a 
great stalesniau and leader. Born 
in ibmliri (*ounty, Keiitueky, Feb- 
ruaiy 12, Idneoln was a setf- 

ediieafed man, Ili.s mother dinl 
wlien he was hut tO years obi, two 
y (Nil's after the fiimily had moved 
to liidiami. In 1820. his fatlier 
miirHed again and in his jiew step- 
mot her, young Lineolti fonml n 
kind and uiideis^tanding woman 
who did alt she eould to make U|i 
for the laek of edueal ional facili- 
ties ill the newly scUtled legion 
where they maile their home.

IIU- 
uois and after stHUug the family 
eomfortably settled, AIh> Idneoln, 
vi'lio was then just 21 years af 
age, left to make a living of his 
own. He settled in Xew Salem

Then eame the crash amt if con- 
dilions bait been mtserahle np to 
that point, in llie 3f)X they be- 
enme inf idem hie. iVnilding serv- 
ice eini>loyes weri‘ laid oft left ami 
right ami those kept on hail lo 
double their tvorU lo make up for

And just read the umdilleatioim 
necessary for a bnibtiiig serviee 
emjdoye lo get a joh, as reeoimt- 
etl by Artbnr L. Ilareklmm, sue* 
refary-treasiirer of L. C. ll-W of 
Xew York.

Mechanical bar-lo-bar roughnf»SR 
of the commutator and vibration fif 
the machine result in poor contact, 
which can lead to sparking.

Ilru.shes sometimo!i pick up eopper 
and small fiakes, sometimes so 
minute as to be unsetui by the naked 
eye, and up to siv.es of I Ifi inch or 
more square — -these bi*cmne emhedded 
in the face of the hruHh. This occurs 
most often when hydrogen-sulphide 
gases are present In the atmo.sjihere.

Oases from industry, sueh as from 
cliemieu] plant.s, Cfike nvons, and so 
on, can contaminnte the air in which 
d-c machines operale, to the extent 
of causing ponr commulatimi and ex- 
cessive wear of Ihe romnnilat<>r and 
linishes. In such instanees, the in- 
.st a Mat ion of a re -circulating %'enttlii- 
ting system with wuter-lo-air coolers, 
mochamcal filters for removing dirt 
and earlvon dust, mid activated char- 
coal filters, wilt jjmvide clean and 
cool ventilating air for a d-c machine. 

D'C machme.s can be ojiemted in a 
hydrogen atmosphere with successful 
commutation and with no changes in 
the electricai design. Hc»wever, if 
sparking is present, the brush wear 
may be higher than in air unles.s the 
relative humidity is kept below ten 
percent* 

Vapors from silicone insula lion on 
d-c machines which have totally cn* 
closed i^circulatiiig ventilating sys- 
tem*s, can result in de.structive 
spjirking and rapid brush wear. The 



t^arbiia grapbilc mid metal graphite 
hnishes wear away and promiite Ihe 
farm a I ion of mt oxide film on the 
surface of the commutator. 

conct^nt rations rei|uir*.'d for this are 
very minute — 111 Ihe neighVioHiood of 
H) to 2fiU parts per million. Temprm- 
ture of operation of the macdiine is 
an important factor, since rate of 
vapor elimination increases with the 
temperature, even after the varnishes 
have been curerl by high-lemptwature 
bakes. 

Often, obnoxious commutator sur- 
face films are removed us they are 
formeil. by the use of cleaning or 
scouring brushes. The control of 
thi^se brushes is vory^ difficult, since 
the fiirmalitm film on a eoni mu- 
tator is mil constant, hut varies with 
the loa<l on the macliim' ami the type 
of brush used, The solutinn is simply 
a cut-and-try proposition, and may 
require the addition or removal of 
cleaner bru.shes with time and load 
variations. 

Hecause eommutatiw surface- film 
conditions exert a large influence on 
the successful commutation of d-c 
machines, duplicate machines may 
operate with an entirely different 
performance in tin* field, even though 
they pa.ss the mmiufaclureris tests 
successfully. Whiif loading contlitions 
have a pronoimceil elfect, this varin- 
tion is often due to ilie surrounding’ 
ntniospheres under which the imi* 
chines have to operate* 

At the present time, v^ry I i tile is 
known about the iutrin.'^ic properties 
of the surface films pniduccHi on com- 
mutators under various operating 
conditions, but the delrimental effects 
are riH;ognized, Much work is being 
ilone im producing tirushes inherently 
designed or chemically tr?‘ated during 
production to react with the films. 
Where satisfactory Imishes cannot be 
obtained for a given installation, the 
use of scouring brushes, i>ccasitinal 
grindings of the c<mi mutator, or the 
installation of a controlled ventilating 
system are necessary for succe.ssful 
continuous operation. Continued work 
cm this problem will lead lo modifica- 
tions in the design tif the machines 
or developments in the chemistry or 
pr<H'essing of brushes which will pro- 
vide satisfactory operation under ad- 
viMse atmospheric conditions.

frenenil And >^elertive Conirols 

American industries are so inle- 
rated that no one of them can tic 
sinirle<l nut for the purpfise of vvnire 
and price control. Price controb In 
i*ffective, must lie jrenemb Ade<|uate 
machinery and vinomus enfoi'cement 
procedures must lie crealt^. Other- 
wise, such coni rots will hreak down. 

The government shouhl strive for 
justice and workability In its stabili- 
zation measures. To aulmrdiiiate the.si^ 
factors to pressure for hasty impro- 
visations is not in fact a|M‘€*d* but is 
rather jmstjionement of the time 
when real stabiliKution will l»e 
achieveii. 

While the imperative* |irebminary 
steps are ladni' taken, other phases of 
the stabil illation lo-^i^rram must be 
uikeii into considenilkm to a%oid 
later error and delay. With refei’ence 
to wa*7c fllabilixation. three basic 
pnncipk's shoubl la* consiile red so 
that they may be emliodied in ibe 
i*etridations to be applied. 

Wak'e Slnhiliitation 

Tlie firs! of these has to do with 
firocedures. At the pjx‘senl lime, w a ire 
stabilization is suhjccl to necfllessly 
cumliersome machinery. As now pro- 
vided, wa^je j wit icy must first lie rec- 
ommended hy a Ttoard represcntali%'e 
Ilf laljor, iiuliislry and the puldic. The 
recommendations of this Hoard are 
then subject to the arbitrary deci- 
sions a sint^le indiviiluab This 
makes ex]icditious and just action im- 
possible. 

Ileview by a sinirle top adminlsti a- 
tor, chosen for his k'cneral adinini- 
.stralive experience rather than sf»e- 
cific competence in the waire fielf! 
adds notbin)if to the pjocess of wa^re 
stabdiaution excepthiR: uncei-tainty, 

procrastinatiun a n d arbitmriness. 
Wa^fc stabilization iimmiures shoubl 
be revised mi that the wa^n* stabili- 
zatimi board is ^iven the status ami 
authorHy to make dcHsiotm on mat- 
ters within its jurisdiction. 


The waj^e stabilhatioJi policy must 
fiermit the adjustment of waice rates 
to compensate for increases in the 
cost of living. Wage stab jUzat ion 
must not liecome wage freezing. This 
]M>licy must also provide for the cor- 
rection of substandard wages and the 
adjustment of inefiuilies in existing 
wages rates within or between Indus* 
tries. 

The now well- recognized principle 
that wage earner.^ should share In 
the Vienehts of industrial pmgi’ess and 
increases in prmluclivjty which the 
nation must and will have from its 
industrial workers, should he sjieci* 
lically emlKMlied in the wage stabili- 
zation policy. 

Any wage atabiMzalbm fiolicy must 
recognize existing collective bargain- 
ing agreementa which themselves as- 
sure .‘jtahility. This would apply, for 
example, to the automobile ami other 
industries where existing contracts 
pRivide for the orderly ailjustmcnt of 
wage nttes. The abrogation of con- 
tracts arrive^l at thmugh collective 
bargaining wnuld inevitatdy lead to 
ittdiistria! unrest and thb %cill defeat 
the very goal of stabilization* 

Overt imtf jiayments for premium 
ivork now protected liy collective bar- 
gaining agimmients or existing law 
must continue to l>e held inviolale. 
These provisions do not in any way 
preclude the working of a work wi.-ek 
longer than that now considen*<l to 
t>e normal. They merely provble the 
incentive for prmiuetiv^e overtime and 
holiday work. 

Purchasing l^ower 

An e<|ultatde tax, savings, price and 
rationing" cuntrol jinigram is the an- 
swer to this problem of exce.ss (uir- 
chasing power. Rising taxes upon the 
%vorkei*s as well as the rise in living 
costs have already cut their purchas- 
ing power. Furthermore, the Govin*n- 
ment has embarked upon a program 
of stimulating the voluntary invest- 
ment of as much as jmssible of cur- 
rent waga‘ payments in tlefense sav- 
ings bonds. 

The lalxir organizations stand 
ix‘ady to cmijKTate in every way in 
the attainment of thi.s goal, Effective 
price ami rationing controls will 
stimulate the tlow of inm|M*nt income 
into voluntary savings. Savings will 
pro^^de a jtcMtl of consumer purchas- 
ing |>ower to drive the nation ahead 
when the emergency is over and pro- 
ductioTi of civilian durable goods may 
lie safely expanded. 

Manpiiwer 

Our labor force is the nation's 
greatest single asset. Steps -iihoubl be 
taken to strengthen and enlurg'c our 
manpower resources. These steps 
must recognize the I'act that free 
labor can out]iro(iuce slave labor. 
Free laljor will ]day Us role in at- 
taining our objective of maximum 


productum. World War II experience 
demon St rales that maximum effi- 
ciency, ctKi(H! ration and morale can be 
secured through voluntary manpower 
fmlicies. Use of compulsory lalmr will 
defeat onr efforts to attain our goal 
of maximum production.

.\merican workers and their unions 
offer these suggestions in order to get 
Ibe emergency jiroduclion program 
underway as <piickly ami elfectividy 
as possible. We conceive it our re- 
»rionsihility not just to offer verbal 
assn l ances, Init also to point rmt those 
dilUeulties and problems which must 
be solved if we are to achieve max- 
im urn national si*curity.

The 
cicctimi results will be interpieted 
differently by different people but the 
total v<»te indicates that more pc<fple 
were pleasi-d than displeased- One can 
only ponder over the luimlier of labor 
voters iti the pleased column. Ap- 
pLU tmtly many labor voters cons I d- 
ei'ed some nf the Issues involved mow 
vital to them than the support of 
labor* 

It is interesting t(? read and to lis- 
ten to the expbuuuions by different 
so-called authorities, both labor and 
anti -labor, of how it hapj)ened and 
what tbe results will be. One explana- 
tbm in mir area was to the effect that 
some of th<^ labor leaders spent far 
ton much of their time and effort on 
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I>Lirty politics and sacrificing the best 
interests of labor. If labor ever learns 
to consolidate its forces and pull to- 
gether, the advancement of labor wel- 
fare will be manifold, however it will 
require a lot of education. 

We will be looking fovward with 
interest to learn what program our 
leaders will develop to carry us over 
the trying times ahead. 

For the past number of weeks offi- 
cial reports have been published in- 
dicating a steady increase in the cost 
of living. Many unions have negoti- 
ated and other are negotiating an in- 
crease in wages to compejisate for 
this rapid climb of living costs. Out 
to date I have not heard of a utility 
union getting any relief. We better 
get busy before the *‘wage freeze” 
pops up in front of us and says, 
can't be done”.

Some com- 
panions, utility trouble-shooters from 
Maine, were gloating over their op- 
portunity of watching all this know- 
ing that no telephone wouhi rudely 
interrupt their peace and comfort and 
the unwelcome voice on the other end 
of the line tell them to get out and 
hit the slicks. That was u real plea- 
sure to them. 1 Personally 1 can feel 
for the loud dispatchers on a night 
like that. 

The delegates saw many strange 
and foreign sights ^ crocodile wrest- 
ling, snake farms, monkey and par- 
I'ot jungles etc.

Needed by Rail Men 

1.. V. 20r>. DETKIHT, Midi.— The 

JontXAL being the best way of con- 
tactings the many local unions which 
make up the System Council of elec- 
trical workers of the New York Cen- 
iral Kail road, I propose to raise a 



i^ueslKiu yr twu aliout ntatters of im- 
mediate concern to them* 

The tendency towarti grou|i hos- 
pitalization supported by manage- 
ment in industry has left us, on the 
railroad, standing as a bad example* 
Not only does our management re- 
fuse to contribute lowarti the relief 
of the overbearing costs of medical 
emergencies which confront the em- 
ployes and their families, but they 
obstinict the introduction of gowl ami 
generally accepted plans by levying 
a chai'ge for payixjll deduction for 
this purpose* 

We, in Detroit, have discussed this 
matter at a number of our loc4it 
meetings and we are convinced that 
it is time for the representatives of 
our organization to work out a moi-e 
acceptable arrangement for group 
hospitalization and surgical benefits 
with company coupe ration. 

This is a field in which much can 
i)e done. There are many avenues 
open by which we can move to im- 
rnove the present arrangements, at 
any rate* It may tie most beneficial 
to negotiate with the management to 
gain a subsidy for the insurance of 
the employes* Or wc may get tire 
l)cst results fiom a demand to allow 
a free choice by the eniiiloyes un- 
impcdetl by the company payroll de- 
duction fee. Or we might exercise 
our organized strength in meetings 
Ilf the New York Central Mutual 
Relief Association to assure the maxi- 
mum attention from the Association 
to the service of the employes. 

A top level three-man committee 
i-ep resenting the opera ling crafts, 
the shop crafts, and miscelliuienus 
^ unions could get together on a study 
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of thb i|Ui*«tion with Ijeiwflts to us 
all. If a sreneral committee nimiot 
Iw fonueil, ai least the interested 
*?mui>8 could advance new amt con- 
structive ideas to protect the em- 
ployes ufi-ainsl the uncerlaiiiUes of 
sickness, accidents, ami extieme hos- 
pital bills. 

This protection is as necessary as 
retirement ami unemployment bene- 
rlts. For intiividual secuiity we must 
face the pinhlem as a j^mup, for 
fiTcdom fiom fear of old u^re, unem- 
ployment, disease ami riisaater*

As we all know, all unions have 
many mem hers that will fill each 
cIassification“those class! (icationg be- 
ing the (1) strong union man, (2) 
the person w*ho half believes and 
half disbelteveg in unionism and then 
(2) the poor union man* 

Now, for my views into these dif- 
ferent tyjies, ! think w'e should start 
with the most respeeled of oil, the 
grx>d union man* Here is a person we 
can all W proud la know, to work 
wdth and be asaocialed with in an 
organization. Being no weak sister, 
he is admired as a man by his eni- 
pU^yor ami fellow employes. He has 


the guts to stick up for what is right 
l)ecauBe it it* right — all the laws ami 
rules for uiiicm and humane rights 
are pushed upon him to champion by 
those who like to stay in the back- 
ground and watch, not act. This jM?r- 
son, I he paragon of unionism, is also 
the one upon whom all the chores of 
running I he union fall. But because 
he i.s aware of all the beneftts de- 
rived from his organization, he gives 
his time fn-dy, well knowing that his 
work is going to help the many and 
in turn, him self. He is also well 
aware that it wasipt Ivig business or- 
gan iziitioms, the National .Association 
(»f Mainifaeturei-s or .any other of this 
ilk that fought for child lalxjr laws, 
workmens compensation and many 
other allied Federal laws and/or 
State statutes.

Connecticut Utility 
Workers Get Raise 

L. V. 168, HTAJU'ORn, lONN.— A 

wage increase of four jiercent, or 
about seven cents per hour, was 
a%varded on September 13th to ap- 
proximately 4fHI maiiitenancG and 
liroductioii workers of the Connecti- 
cut Power Cotuijany by the State 
Board of Mediation and Arbitration. 
The <lecision followed an extended 
period of wage negotiations, which 
weie l)egun on March 1st by a joint 
committee representing Locals 4fl8, 
1411), 383 and 4G0, The dispute -was 
referred to the State Boaivl follow- 
ing the company’s failure to submit 
a reasonable countei‘pro])osal to the 
uiiioiVs demand foi' a 15 percent in- 
crease. 

The award, wliich wa,s based 
largely on comparative rates in this 
area, was considerably less than we 
felt: entitled to. It did, however, estab- 
lish a rate of ^2.04 for linemen, $2.1 1 
for switchlKiard operators and $l,nu 
for apprentice linemen, which were a 
distinct im])rovement over any pre- 
vious Company proposal. 

Local 458 sufTered a great loss on 
November 1st, when Brother James 
E. Kcdley was fatally burned in a 
manhole explosion. A veteran of 
World War I, Brother Kelley had 
given many years of loyal consci- 
entious service as financial secretary 
of this Local, His passing will be 
keenly felt.
